N.Korea says won’t hit back at S.Korea, 
open to UN experts 


YEONPYEONG ISLAND 
(AFP) - North Korea yester¬ 
day forswore retaliation 
against a South Korean live- 
fire drill and held out an olive 
branch over its nuclear drive, 
raising hopes for an easing to 
the region's worst crisis in 
years. 

The communist state said 
it "did not feel any need to re¬ 
taliate against every despica¬ 
ble military provocation," 
despite previously vowing a 
deadly riposte to the South's 
drill on the border island of 
Yeonpyeong. 

"The world should prop¬ 
erly know who is the true 
champion of peace and who 


is the real provocateur of a 
war," the North's military 
command said in a statement 
on the official news agency 
KCNA. 

North Korea had used a 
November 23 live-fire exer¬ 
cise by South Korean 
marines on Yeonpyeong to 
justify a bombardment of the 
Yellow Sea island that killed 
four people. 

South Korea, defying Chi¬ 
nese and Russian pressure, 
went ahead with another ex¬ 
ercise yeysterday that in¬ 
volved heavy artillery, air 
force jets and the reported de¬ 
ployment of two naval de¬ 
stroyers. 


The drill came after the 
UN Security Council Sunday 
failed to agree a statement on 
the Korean crisis, with diplo¬ 
mats saying that China had 
refused to allow any public 
condemnation of its commu¬ 
nist allies in Pyongyang. 

China yesterday issued a 
strong appeal at the UN for 
"maximum restraint" by the 
two Koreas and vowed to 
make new efforts to ease the 
military tensions. 

Seoul, which was out¬ 
raged last month by the first 
shelling of civilian areas 
since the 1950-53 Korean 
War, rejected criticism from 
Beijing and Moscow 



ORANJESTAD - After an 
18 hour debate in Aruba’s 
Parliament, at almost 3 am 
Saturday Parliament ap¬ 
proved the proposed law to 
introduce major changes in 
the pension scheme for Par¬ 
liamentarians and Ministers 
of government. 

This new law introduces 
not only a change in the re¬ 
tirement age for these top 
level government officials, 
but also in the compensation 
plan for those leaving office, 
the so called “overbrug- 
gingstoelage.” It is believed 
that the new law will give 
new meaning and justifica¬ 
tion for this compensation. 

The Prime Minister ex¬ 
pressed his satisfaction that 
they have finally succeeded 
in executing the Fowler Re¬ 
port and that the proposed 
changes are now law. 

In his words, the Prime 
Minister remarked that ... 
’’this is not a matter of honor, 


but a matter of principle. 
And, as Prime Minister of 
this island the general interest 
of the island is of primary 
concern.” 

Mike Eman continued by 
saying that....’’issues of gen¬ 
eral interest require the coop¬ 
eration and involvement of 
every one and undoubtedly 
those first called to set the ex¬ 
ample are government offi¬ 
cials.” 

“We did not accept the 
mandate to lead so we can 
serve ourselves, but so that 
we can serve the people; and 
in our leadership we must be 
the example in this initia¬ 
tive,” he continued saying. 

The minister expressed sa¬ 
tisfaction that the law has 
been passed and that Parlia¬ 
mentarians were honest and 
sincere with the people; and 
were able to lay aside politi¬ 
cal interests to attend to the 
interest of the people.

Despite the long meeting

This is such a 
simple way to pay it forward, 
and it has such long lasting 
positive repercussions that 
you would be well served to 
make it a principle part of 
your daily practices. This one 
concept can change your life 
for the better forever, starting 
right now. Let’s stop taking 
people and their service to us 
for granted, and begin ex¬ 
pressing our thanks. 

2. Yield the right of way. 

Let someone into your lane 

in front of you on the high¬ 
way, or the streets. Suggest 
that the person with a few 
items go before you with your 
full shopping cart. Step aside 
and let the tired mommy with 
the stroller and child through 
the door that you hold open 
with a smile. Wait patiently 


while the elderly man tells his 
stories to the waitress, even if 
it means your order will take 
a few minutes longer. Believe 
me when I tell you that doing 
all these things will give you 
a greater sense of community, 
deeper compassion, and it will 
serve to significantly calm 
YOU down when you are 
feeling stressed and hurried.

3. Give sincere praise.

We are often so prone 
to speak, to say things, to offer 
advice; but very slow to just 
shut up and listen. Listening is 
an art that always makes a 
huge difference. Let’s speak 
less and listen more. I have 
often said...a truly wise man is 
he who listens first, then lis¬ 
tens again before he utters a 
word. Let’s be wise people. 

5. Send a personal note. 

Snail mail correspondence 

is a lost art. To make a big im¬ 
pression and touch someone’s 


heart, send a short note to con¬ 
gratulate or compliment 
someone for an accomplish¬ 
ment or a new appointment. 
The time and effort you incur 
will pay huge dividends in 
goodwill. Even if you have to 
use the internet or the BB to 
send it, go ahead, but send that 
personal note! Let the person 
know that you are rejoicing 
for and with them, it is an im¬ 
portant act of goodwill! 

6. Use your manners. 

Good manners are social 

lubricant. They oil the ma¬ 
chine of humanity. Using 
good manners conveys re¬ 
spect, both for self and for 
others. Bad manners are to 
have a conversation with 
someone but you do all the 
talking! Civility in conversa¬ 
tion allows everyone the op¬ 
portunity to express 
themselves fully and to be 
heard. Meaningful discourse 
will be the natural result. 
Good manners are the founda¬ 
tion of polite society, and po¬ 
liteness can be both charming 
and disarming. Use good 
manners and social graces to 
woo your love, court a client, 
ease your way with authority. 
You’ll go far with good man¬ 
ners. 

7. Share. 

Whether it’s your cookies 
or your time, share. Every sin¬ 
gle person reading this has 
something, some talent, some 
time, some money, some com¬ 
passion, and some fun that 
they could share with others. 
This is an abundant Universe, 
with plenty for everyone, if 
we’d only share. If you think 
you have nothing to share, 
then don’t go where other 
people are! You can always 
share at least your smile.

UNICEF visits Aruba for 
significant research on 
children, woman’s concerns 



The Minister of Social and 
Economic Affairs, has re¬ 
cently welcomed representa¬ 
tives of a consultant group 
hailing from Ecuador sent 
under the auspices of 
UNICEF to do an analysis 
and research of the quality of 
life of Aruba’s children and 
women. 

This year Aruba became 
the 36th member country of 
UNICEF in the Latin Ameri¬ 
can/Caribbean region. Mem¬ 
bership in UNICEF affords 
Aruba various benefits, such 
as this investigation which 
they are about to initiate. 

Upon the initiative and in¬ 
sistence of Minister Win- 
klaar-Hooyboer, UNICEF 
repre- sen-tatives made a first 
ever visit to Aruba, at which 
time it was decided that an in- 
depth study would be con¬ 
ducted. In this study UNICEF 
will create an index for the 
evaluation of various aspects 
of the life of our children and 


women with respect to 
health, education, social en¬ 
vironment and other issues. 

Several meetings were 
held with the major stake¬ 
holders who are expected to 
play an important role in the 
realization of the 6 month 
analysis to take place. The 
University of Aruba as well 
as the Department of Statis¬ 
tics will be involved in the 
ongoing process of the inves¬ 
tigation. 

Upon completion of the 
investigation, Aruba will 
have established her own 
UNICEF center and the work 
of executing the treaty for 
children will begin in earnest. 
It is expected that the consult¬ 
ing company will return to 
Aruba in January to begin 
their work. 

Obviously Aruba will be 
eager to have them and will 
offer all the necessary coop¬ 
eration.

Life on Earth kickstarted 3 billion 
years ago: study

PARIS (AFP) - Life on Earth 
dramatically surged around 
three billion years ago, possi¬ 
bly when primitive forms de¬ 
veloped more efficient ways 
to harness energy from sun¬ 
light, according to a study 
published on Sunday in Na¬ 
ture. 

The conclusion is made by 
scientists at the Massachu¬ 
setts Institute of Technology 
(MIT), who built a ’’genomic 
fossil”, in essence a mathe¬ 
matical model that took 
1,000 key genes that exist 
today and calculated how 
they evolved from the very 
distant past. 

The collective genome of 
all life expanded massively 
between 3.3 and 2.8 billion 
years ago, and during this 
time 27 percent of all 
presently existing gene fami¬ 
lies came into being, the 
study suggests. 

Investigators Eric Aim 
and Lawrence David said the 
great surge probably came 


through the advent of a bio¬ 
chemical process called mod¬ 
ern electron transport. 

This is a key biological 
function, involving the 
movement of electrons 
within the membranes of 
cells. It is central to plants 
and to some microbes, en¬ 
abling them to harvest energy 
from the Sun through photo¬ 
synthesis and to breathe oxy¬ 
gen. 

The big change, which 
Aim and David dub the 
Archean expansion, was fol¬ 
lowed some 500 million 
years later by a phenomenon 
known as the Great Oxida¬ 
tion Event, when Earth's at¬ 
mosphere became 

progressively flooded with 
oxygen. 

The Great Oxidation 
Event is possibly the biggest 
species turnover in Earth's 
history, as primitive or micro¬ 
bial lifeforms that were non¬ 
oxygen breathers died out 
and were replaced by bigger, 
smarter aerobic forms. 


”Our results can't say if 
the development of electron 
transport directly caused the 
Archean Expansion,” David 
admitted. 

"Nonetheless, we can 
speculate that having access 
to a much larger energy 
budget enabled the biosphere 
to host larger and more com¬ 
plex microbial ecosystems.” 

Early fossils date back to 
a period called the Cambrian 
Explosion, some 588 million 
years ago. 

But pre-Cambrian life- 
forms were soft-bodied and, 
with rare exceptions, did not 
leave a fossil imprint. Even 
so, they did leave a legacy in 
abundant DNA, which ex¬ 
plains the bid to recreate the 
"genomic fossil” by com¬ 
puter. 

"What is really remark¬ 
able about these findings is 
that they prove that the histo¬ 
ries of very ancient events are 
recorded in the shared DNA 
of living organisms,” said 
Aim. 


Nokia and Microsoft are re¬ 
portedly discussing an al¬ 
liance that would lead to 
Nokia-branded smartphones 
running the Windows Phone 
7 mobile operating system. 
The claim comes from re¬ 
spected Russian tech blogger 
Eldar Murtazin, the man be¬ 
hind many of the smartphone 
leaks you see today. 

Murtazin reports (in Russ¬ 
ian, via Google Translate) 
that Nokia secretly met with 
Microsoft over the past 


month, discussing expanded 
cooperation. Murtazin im¬ 
plies that it's not a coopera¬ 
tion based on better 
Microsoft Office products for 
Nokia phones, but about cre¬ 
ating a whole line of Nokia- 
branded smartphones running 
the Windows Phone 7 mobile 
operating system. 

It must be mentioned that 
Nokia has repeatedly denied 
that it plans to use a different 
smartphone OS than its own 
Symbian and MeeGo. 


Fears over rise in crime fuelled by 
smartphone craze 


PARIS (AFP) - The fashion- 
able folk tapping on Black- 
berrys or using apps on 
iPhones in New York, Paris 
or Barcelona have more in 
common than a taste for ex¬ 
pensive hand-held devices. 

They are also likely to be 
targeted by thieves in a 
smartphone crime wave fu¬ 
elled by the enormous ap¬ 
petite for the machines that 
serve as status symbols, es¬ 
sential worktools and mobile 
entertainment centres. 


The Paris police chief 
sounded the alarm last week 
when he said smartphones 
were the hottest item for 
thieves on the city's metro 
and that robbers were in¬ 
creasingly turning to violence 
to get their hands on them. 

Seventy percent of all 
phones stolen on the trans¬ 
port system are now iPhones 
or Blackberrys or the other 
smartphones that can cost 
hundreds of euros (dollars), 
according to police figures.

Scientists find gene clue to 130 
brain diseases 


PARIS, France —(AFP) Scien¬ 
tists recently said they had dis¬ 
covered a bouquet of proteins 
that play a critical role in the 
development of more than 130 
brain diseases. 

Their study also highlights 
a surprising link between these 
disorders — including 
Alzheimer’s and Parkinson's — 
and the evolution of human be¬ 
haviour, they said. 

The human brain is a 
labyrinth of millions of spe¬ 
cialised nerve cells intercon¬ 
nected by billions of electrical 
and chemical pathways called 
synapses. 

Within these synapses are 
proteins that combine together, 
forming a molecular machine 
known as the post-synaptic 
density, or PSD, which is be¬ 
lieved to disrupt synaptic func¬ 
tioning, causing disease and 
behavioural change. 

Seth Grant of Britain's 
Wellcome Trust Sanger Insti¬ 
tute led a team that extracted 
PSDs from synapses of pa¬ 
tients undergoing brain sur¬ 
gery. "We found over 130 


brain diseases involve the PSD 
— far more than expected," 
said Grant. "The human PSD 
is at centre stage of a large 
range of human diseases af¬ 
fecting millions of people." 

Besides common and debil¬ 
itating neurodegenerative dis¬ 
orders, these include epilepsies 
and childhood development 
diseases such as autism. 

The PSDs identified so far 
come from combinations of 
1,461 proteins, each encoded 
by a separate gene. 

"We now have a compre¬ 
hensive molecular playlist of 
1,000 suspects," noted Jeffrey 
Neobels, a professor at Baylor 
College of Medicine in Texas. 

"Every seventh protein in 
this line-up is involved in a 
known clinical disorder, and 
over half of them are repeat of- 
fenders.To help accelerate this 
goal, the researchers have re¬ 
leased all their data into the 
public domain, and created the 
first-ever "molecular roadmap" 
for human synapses showing 
how proteins and diseases in¬ 
terconnect. We can also see 


ways to develop new genetic 
diagnostic tests and help doc¬ 
tors classify the brain dis¬ 
eases," Grant said. 

Unexpectedly, the study 
also revealed the proteins in 
PSDs have deep evolutionary 
roots and play an indirect role 
in cognitive behaviours such as 
learning and memory, as well 
as emotion and mood. 

Compared with other gene- 
encoded proteins, the PSD pro¬ 
teins evolved much more 
slowly."The conservation of 
the structure of these proteins 
suggests that the behaviours 
governed by the PSD and the 
diseases associated with them 
have not changed much over 
many millions of years," Grant 
said. It also shows that the 
synapses in rodents are more 
similar to humans than previ¬ 
ously thought, suggesting that 
mice and rats are good models 
for examining human brain 
disease, he said. 

Brain disease and disorders 
are the leading cause of medical 
disability in the developed world, 
according to the UN's -W.H.O.

Haiti cholera toll passes 2,500 

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti (AFP) - Haiti's cholera toll has 
passed 2,500, official figures showed Sunday, dashing hopes the 
fatality rate might be beginning to taper off. The health ministry 
listed 2,535 deaths since the outbreak in the impoverished 
Caribbean nation erupted in mid-October. Almost 57,000 of the 
114,497 people infected have been treated in hospital. 

US water has large amounts of likely carcinogen 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - A US environmental group has found 
that drinking water in 35 American cities contains hexavalent 
chromium, a probable carcinogen, The Washington Post re¬ 
ported. The study by the Environmental Working Group — the 
first nationwide analysis measuring the presence of the chemical 
in US water systems — is to be made public, the daily reported. 
The group found hexavalent chromium in the tap water of 31 
out of 35 cities sampled. Of those, 25 had levels that exceeded 
the goal proposed in California, which has been trying aggres¬ 
sively to reduce the chemical in its water supply.

Germany sounds alarm over 'legal high' drugs 

BERLIN, Germany (AFP) - German officials warned of the 
dangers of "legal highs", the increasingly popular drugs that are 
not against the law but still carry "incalculable" health risks to 
consumers. The Federal Crime Office and the government's 
drug tsar issued a joint statement "urgently warning against the 
misuse of legal high products." "There are incalculable health 
risks attached" to the drugs, often sold as "plant food" or "bath 
salt", the officials said. Consumers of the drugs can suffer from 
circulatory failure, unconsciousness, hallucinations and muscle 
decay and often require emergency hospital treatment, accord¬ 
ing to the statement.

Qatar, Gulf region to benefit 
from World Cup: bank 


KUWAIT CITY, (AFP) - 
Qatar and its Gulf neighbours 
are set to benefit immensely 
with the expected spending bo¬ 
nanza from Doha hosting the 
football World Cup in 2022, an 
economic report said this 
week-end 

Tiny gas-rich Qatar had al¬ 
ready announced plans to 
spend at least 100 billion dol¬ 
lars even before being selected 
to host the world’s biggest 
sporting event, the National 
Bank of Kuwait (NBK) said in 
a report. 

’’Hosting the World Cup 
foremost adds a sense of ur¬ 
gency and an ultimate hard 
deadline for the completion of 
the projects critical to a suc¬ 
cessful hosting,” the report 
said. 

Projects in the pipeline in¬ 
clude a 25-billion-dollar metro 
and rail network, some sec¬ 
tions of which will be ready for 
the World Cup, and a 10-bil- 
lion-dollar Doha International 
Airport, the first phase of 
which will open in 2012. 

Other major projects in¬ 
clude a deep water port at a 
cost of seven billion dollars 
and the four-billion-dollar 
Qatar-Bahrain causeway. 
Qatar also plans to spend 20 
billion dollars to build and ex¬ 
pand roads, the report said. 

Projects planned for the 
World Cup include building 12 
state-of-the-art stadiums at a 
cost of four billion dollars, 
NBK said. 



Qatari officials have also 
pledged to add 90,000 new 
hotel rooms before 2022, al¬ 
though FIFA requires the addi¬ 
tion of only 65,000 rooms, 
NBK said. 

’’Hosting the World Cup 
will set tight deadlines, create 
extra spending, bring in new 
expertise and present addi¬ 
tional motivation and incen¬ 
tives,” the report said. 

NBK said the whole Gulf 
region looked set to gain from 
Qatar 2022’s spillover effects, 
especially for the scores of 
contractors in the region. 

Some regional companies 
are likely to join forces to meet 
extra demand created by 
Qatar’s World Cup prepara¬ 
tions, and intra-regional trade 
will be boosted, it said. 

A good deal of the raw ma¬ 
terials involved in the con¬ 
struction of many projects will 
be sourced from neighbouring 
countries, and large regional fi¬ 
nancial institutions would also 
benefit by sharing in funding, 
it said.

J PMorgan Chase buys old 
Lehman London HQ 


LONDON, England (AFP) - 
US bank JPMorgan Chase has 
agreed to buy the former Euro¬ 
pean headquarter of failed peer 
Lehman Brothers for some 500 
million pounds, vendor Canary 
Wharf Group announced. 

’’JPMorgan today acquired 
25 Bank Street in Canary 
Wharf from Canary Wharf 
Group Pic,” CWG said in a 
statement, added that the US 
firm will pay a total of 495 
million pounds (585 million 
euros, 768 million dollars). 

"The building will become 
the new European headquar¬ 
ters of JPM’s investment bank 
in 2012,” it added 

The tower, which has more 
than one million square feet of 
floor space, used to house 
Lehman Brothers until the US 
investment bank collapsed in 



September 2008 as the global 
financial crisis broke. 


The move will bring to¬ 
gether JPMorgan’s investment 
bank division which is cur¬ 
rently spread across four loca¬ 
tions in London. 

’’Even during the recession, 
we have continued to invest 
and grow our businesses inter¬ 
nationally,” JPMorgan chief 


executive Jamie Dimon said in 
the statement. 

’’This acquisition is a long¬ 
term investment and represents 
part of our continued commit¬ 
ment to London as one of the 
world’s most important finan¬ 
cial centres.” 

JPMorgan added that it 
would continue to work along¬ 
side CWG to build the 1.5-bil¬ 
lion-pound Riverside South 
development at Canary Wharf. 

In a separate statement, JP¬ 
Morgan added that it has also 
agreed to purchase its office 
building 60 Victoria Embank¬ 
ment in central London from 
private equity group Carlyle. It 
did not disclose the price. 

The bank has leased the 
property, which houses its 
Treasury and Securities Serv¬ 
ices division, since 1991

Venezuela grants Chavez power to rule 
by decree 


CARACAS, Venezuela 
Venezuelan lawmakers on the 
weekend granted President 
Hugo Chavez extraordinary 
legislative powers to govern 
the country by decree for the 
next 18 months. 

Applause broke out as the 
heavily pro-government na¬ 
tional assembly approved the 
measure just three weeks after 
the opposition made landmark 
gains to take 40 percent of 
seats — 67 out of 165 — in the 
new assembly from January. 

The new legislature will 
end the unhindered advantage 
the ruling United Socialist 
Party of Venezuela has enjoyed 
for five years in passing laws, 
after opposition parties boy¬ 


cotted the 2005 elections and 
were shut out of the process. 

The new law Friday ap¬ 
pears to mean that Chavez 
could now simply overrule the 
legislature by issuing a decree. 

"We declare as approved 
the law authorizing the presi¬ 
dent... to issue decrees with 
rank, worth and power of laws 
on matters delegated to him," 
said National Assembly Presi¬ 
dent Cilia Flores, adding the 
measure would be submitted to 
Chavez immediately. 

It is the fourth time Chavez 
has been allowed to rule by de¬ 
cree since he was first elected 
in 1999. He was given special 
powers in 2000, 2001 and 
2008, when he approved more 



than 100 laws. 

Chavez asked for the spe¬ 
cial powers to quickly deal 
with the heavy rains and flood¬ 
ing in past weeks which has 
killed 38 people and affected 
some 130,000. 

Chavez also ordered expro¬ 
priation of 2 Venezuelan com¬ 
panies that produce construc¬ 
tion materials. 

Chavez yesterday ordered 
the expropriation of two 
Venezuelan companies that 
produce construction materi¬ 
als. He said both companies 
had been paralyzed and the 
government will now use them 
to boost production of materi¬ 
als from aluminum sheeting to 
bathroom supplies. 

Chavez has seized a grow¬ 
ing list of private companies 
while pledging to turn 
Venezuela into a socialist state. 

He also has ordered offi¬ 
cials to seize dozens of large 
farms in western Zulia and 
Merida states as he pushes 
ahead with an effort to take 
control of big swaths of agri¬ 
cultural land. 

Opposing the seizures, 
which began Friday, some 
ranchers staged a road-block¬ 
ing protest in the area. 

Chavez said yesterday that 
army troops and members of a 
civilian militia would enforce 
the takeovers if there is resist¬ 
ance.

Masters field grows by 13 
thanks to world ranking 


JOHANNESBURG (AFP) - 
Cameroon striker Samuel 
Eto’o was named African 
Footballer of the Year a 
record fourth time at the an¬ 
nual CAF awards ceremony 
in Cairo Monday. 

The 29-year-old native of 
central town Nkon finished 
ahead of first-time finalist 
Asamoah Gyan of Ghana and 
former winner Didier Drogba 
of Ivory Coast in a poll 
among national coaches on 
the continent. 

Eto’o, who won the most 
prestigious African football 
individual honour three years 
in a row from 2003, was 
voted the best player at the 
FIFA Club World Cup won 
by his Italian team Inter 
Milan last Saturday. 

The Cameroonian scored a 
clinical, close-range second 
goal in a 3-0 triumph over TP 
Mazembe from Democratic 
Republic of Congo, the first 
African club to reach the final 
of the 10-year competition. 

Inter are now champions 
of the world, Europe and 
Italy and the goals of former 
Real Madrid, Real Mallorca 
and Barcelona star Eto’o have 
played a pivotal role in those 
successes. 

However, he had meagre 
success as captain of the 


Cameroon 'Indomitable 
Eions’ this year with the team 
making a meek quarter-finals 
exit from the African Nations 
Cup in Angola. 

The leading all-time 
scorer in this competition 
scored once against Zambia 
and Tunisia, but the ’Eions’ 
suffered a shock group loss to 
Gabon and defending cham¬ 
pions Egypt outclassed them 
in the first knockout round. 


BERLIN (AFP) - Germany 
coach Joachim Loew said 
Monday his side can win 
Euro 2012 or the 2014 World 
Cup after showing itself to be 
one of football’s most consis¬ 
tent teams. 

"My gut feeling ... is that 
our team can win a title in 
2012 or in 2014," Loew told 
sports weekly Kicker in an 
interview. 

"Looking back, together 
with Spain we really are one 
of the most consistent teams. 
In the last two years our per¬ 
formances have got better 
and better ... It’s only when 
this happens that you can win

He 
resigned after the World Cup 
to join Saudi Arabian club 
Al-Ittihad Jeddah. 

Other award winners in¬ 
cluded Al-Ahly and Egypt 
midfielder Ahmed Hassan 
(Africa-based Player) and 
Ghana midfielder Kwadwo 
Asamoah (Most Promising 
Talent) while Ghana were 
predictably named best na¬ 
tional team.

I don't care if some¬ 
one is only 18 and has only 
played 10 Bundesliga 
games," Loew said. 


AUGUSTA (AFP) - Teen star 
Ryo Ishikawa of Japan and 
Italian brothers Francesco 
and Edoardo Molinari were 
among 13 golfers who 
booked a trip to the 2011 
Masters on Monday from the 
final 2010 world rankings. 

The annual tee off to the 
men's major championship 
season at Augusta National 
Golf Club invites players 
who are among the top 50 in 
the world rankings at the end 
of the previous year. 

Newcomers have boosted 
the field for next April's event 
at Augusta National Golf Club 
to 92 players, with qualifying 
still possible by winning cer¬ 
tain US PGA Tour events or 
reaching the top 50 in the 
week before the tournament. 

Ishikawa, a 19-year-old 
prodigy, fired the lowest 
round on a major golf tour, a 
58, in the final round to win 
the Japan Tour's Crowns tour¬ 
nament last May. He has won 
eight titles in Japan but none 
outside his homeland since 
2007. 

Ishikawa jumped from 
51st to 45th in the rankings 
on October 31 and stood 37th 
in the year-end rankings re¬ 
leased Monday. 

Asians joining him at Au¬ 
gusta next April include 
countrymen Yuta Ikeda, 
ranked 41st, and Hiroyuki 


Fujita, ranked 48th, plus 
South Korean Kim Kyung- 
tae, the highest-ranked Asian 
player at 30th. 

The Molinari siblings, 
15th-ranlced Francesco stand¬ 
ing three spots ahead of his 
brother, helped Europe defeat 
the United States in the Ryder 
Cup last October in Wales. 

Joining them from Europe 
in reaching the Masters on 
Monday were England's Ross 
Fisher at 33rd, Spain's Alvaro 
Quiros at 49th and Swedes 
Robert Karlsson on 17th and 
Peter Hanson at 40th. 

South African Chari 
Schwartzel, ranked 34th, and 
Americans Rickie Fowler at 
28th and Sean O'Hair on 
42nd also sealed their invita¬ 
tions to the Masters, which 
will be played April 7-10. 

Australian Brendan Jones, 
ranked 55th, was the highest- 
ranked player not already on 
the Masters invitation list 
who failed to qualify on year- 
end rankings. 

US star Phil Mickelson 
will try to defend the Masters 
crown at Augusta while for¬ 
mer world number one Tiger 
Woods tries to end his longest 
major win drought at 10. 

Woods has won four times 
at Augusta National but has 
not taken the green jacket 
symbolic of Masters su¬ 
premacy since 2005.

Falcons, Steelers make playoffs with Colts, 
Eagles near

INDIANAPOLIS (AFP) - 
Atlanta and Pittsburgh 
clinched NFL playoff berths 
on Sunday while fellow di¬ 
vision leaders Indianapolis, 
Kansas City and Philadel¬ 
phia won key games to seize 
control of their destiny. 

Matt Ryan completed 20 
of 35 passes for 174 yards 
and three touchdowns to 
spark Atlanta past host Seat¬ 
tle 34-18, stretching the Fal¬ 
cons' win streak to eight 
games, their longest since 
1998, and their NFL-best 
record to 12-2. 

The Falcons became the 
first National Conference 
team to secure a playoff 
spot and can clinch the NFC 
South title, their first divi¬ 
sion crown since 2004, and 
a home-field edge in the 
playoffs by defeating New 
Orleans next week. 

"It is going to be a great 
atmosphere next week," Ryan 
said. "I think everybody is 
looking forward to it." 

Pittsburgh backed into the 
post-season as quarterback 
Mark Sanchez ran for the first 
touchdown in 12 quarters for 
the New York Jets' offensive 
unit in a 22-17 victory over 
the Steelers, their first-ever 
triumph at Pittsburgh. 

"It was a relief," Jets 
tackle Wayne Hunter said. "It 
really was a relief and a big 
burden off our shoulders." 

An hour after the loss, the 
Steelers (10-4) were told by 
the NFL that based on a com¬ 
plicated set of tie-breakers, 
they had clinched a playoff 
spot despite the defeat. 

Victories over struggling 
Carolina and Cleveland to 
end the season will give them 
the division crown and a first- 
round playoff bye as well. 

"We've just got to win two 
more games, very winnable 
games, teams we match up 


well against," Steelers safety 
Ryan Clark said. 

Indianapolis, trying to 
avoid missing the playoffs for 
the first time since 2001, beat 
Jacksonville 34-24 to pull 
even with the Jaguars atop 
the AFC South at 8-6. Their 
tie-break edge means they 
need two wins for the divi¬ 
sion title. 

"It's a good win but it's just 
one game," Colts quarterback 
Peyton Manning said. "We 
have to be able to come out 
and do it again next week." 

The Colts denied the visit¬ 
ing Jaguars their first division 
crown in 11 years in their 
showdown after Tyjuan Ha- 
gler of the Colts scooped up 
the ball on an onside kick at¬ 
tempt and ran 41 yards for 
the decisive touchdown. 

Philadelphia scored 28 
points in the last 7:28 to stun 
the New York Giants 38-31, 
as Michael Vick threw for 


two touchdowns and ran for 
another in a rally that set up 
DeSean Jackson's 65-yard 
punt return touchdown on the 
final play. 

"This is one of the greatest 
comebacks of my career, 
being down by such a huge 
deficit," Vick said. "It's out¬ 
standing." 

Vick, who sqandered his 
first bid for NFL stardom 
with a dogfight gambling 
conviction that sent him to 
prison, threw for 242 yards 
and three touchdowns and led 
all rushers with 130 yards. 

Jackson fumbled the punt 
on the last play but picked up 
the ball, raced past the on- 
rushing Giants defenders and 
down the sidelines, then 
danced along the goal line 
until time expired before 
crossing into the end zone. 

"I've never been around 
anything like this in my life," 
Giants coach Tom Coughlin 


said. "It's about as 
empty as you get to feel 
in this business." 

Matt Cassel, playing 
11 days after an emer¬ 
gency appendectomy, 
threw for 184 yards to 
lead Kansas City past 
St. Louis 27-13. The 
Chiefs improved to 9-5 
and remained one game 
ahead of San Diego in 
the AFC West. 

"Everything felt 
good," Cassel said. 
"And a win makes it feel 
better." 

The AFC playoff pic¬ 
ture cleared behind al- 
ready-in New England 
and Pittsburgh with the 
Jets and Baltimore join¬ 
ing Indianapolis and 
Kansas City as the 
teams to beat with the 
Jaguars and San Diego 
in pursuit. 

Baltimore's Ray Rice ran 
for 153 yards and scored two 
touchdowns to spark the 


Ravens over New Orleans 
30-24, snapping a six-game 
win streak for the reigning 
Super Bowl champion Saints. 

"It just don't get no better," 
Baltimore linebacker Ray 
Lewis said. 

In the NFC, Atlanta, 
Philadelphia and New Or¬ 
leans have the edge in the 
playoff hunt with Chicago 
and Green Bay fighting for 
the NFC North crown while 
Tampa Bay and the Giants 
lurk for wild-card spots. 

Then there is the NFC 
West, where co-leaders Seat¬ 
tle and St. Louis lost on Sun¬ 
day, each falling to 6-8 to 
ensure the playoff-bound di¬ 
vision champion will not 
have a winning record. 

Green Bay fell to 8-6 with 
a 31 -27 loss at New England, 
leaving the Packers 1 1/2 
games behind Chicago in the 
division and level with 
Tampa Bay and one game be¬ 
hind the Giants in the fight 
for the last playoff spot. 
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City star Tevez withdraws transfer request 


LONDON (AFP) - Manches¬ 
ter City revealed on Monday 
that star striker and captain 
Carlos Tevez has withdrawn 
his transfer request following 
clear-the-air talks. 

Tevez had shocked City by 
demanding a move earlier this 
month after claiming his rela¬ 
tionship with the Premier 
League club's hierarchy had 
deteriorated beyond repair. 


When City rejected the Ar¬ 
gentine's claims in a strongly- 
worded statement it appeared 
certain the former Manchester 
United player would be on his 
way out of Eastlands. 

However, Tevez met with 
City boss Roberto Mancini on 
Friday and, after also speaking 
to club officials, he has de¬ 
cided to remain with the team 
he joined from United in 2009. 


"Manchester City can con¬ 
firm to its fans that 'clear the 
air' talks have been held with 
Carlos Tevez," a statement on 
City's website said. 

"Carlos's contract remains 
unchanged. 

The 26-year-old Tevez 
scored 29 goals in his first 
City season and has 10 in 18 
appearances this term, having 
been appointed captain before 
the season started.

MILWAUKEE, December 20, 
2010 (AFP) - Australian big 
man Andrew Bogut is going 
to have to carry a lot more of 
the load for the Milwaukee 
Bucks now that Brandon Jen¬ 
nings, the club's top scorer, is 
out with a broken left foot. 

The NBA team announced 
Monday that Jennings, a 21- 
year-old point guard who is 
averaging team-highs of 17.9 
points and 5.5 assists a game, 
will be sidelined four to six 
weeks as he recovers from 
surgery to repair the injury. 

John Hammond, the 
Bucks' general manager, said 
Jennings was examined after 
a 95-86 loss to Utah on Satur¬ 
day and it was found he had 


to six weeks with 


broken the bone on the outside 
of his foot that connects to the 
little toe. 

Jennings said he first felt 
pain in an earlier loss to NBA 
overall leader San Antonio but 
kept playing and was on the 
court for 30 minutes against 
Utah. 

Jennings had started 114 
consecutive games for Mil¬ 
waukee, seven of them in the 
playoffs, since being selected 
10th in the 2009 NBA Draft. 

"It shows you a lot about 
Brandon, the people who 
haven't had a chance to watch 
him in his first year and a 
quarter, I don't think anyone is 
going to question his compet¬ 
itive spirit," Hammond said.
